CULTURAL DIRECTIONS FOR 
STRAWBERRIES 


WHEN PLANTS ARE RECEIVED. Plant at once if possible. If 
season Is not favorable put in cool, moist place, but do not water. 
They also may be unpacked and trenched in open ground. 


WHEN TO PLANT. Late March or April is the chosen time. Fall 


planting usually results in a complete failure. 


SOIL. Strawberries respond to good soil and you should choose a 
fertile location. However, do not plant immediately after turning 
under sod, as white grubs invariably cause trouble. Prepare the 
ground very thoroughly. 


DISTANCE TO PLANT. The rows should be 31% to 4 feet apart 
and the plants set about 18 inches in the row. It requires 
about 7000 plants per acre. 


CULTIVATION. During the summer keep the ground constantly 
stirred and free of weeds. Moisture preservation by dust mulch 
will conserve the vitality of your plants and produce a fine matted 
row. Keep the hoe and cultivator busy. 


MULCHING. Protect by mulching with clean straw in fall or early 
winter after the ground is frozen. Do not apply too heavily, as 
this smothers the plants. Leave on during the fruiting season, as 
it conserves moisture and keeps the berries clean. 


AFTER FRUITING. Immediately plow or narrow the original row 
to about a foot. Thoroughly cultivate the middle so as to give 
the new plants a chance to get established. Repeat the second year. 
We do not advise keeping beds more than two or three years. 


FAMILY REQUIREMENTS. About 300, 500, or a 1000 plants 


are required for a small, medium, or large family respectively.

CHERRIES 


Not difficult to grow, but the trees do best in well-drained, rich soil. The Sour varieties grow more readily than do the 
Sweets, but you can have both if the location is satisfactory. Be sure to plant the trees as soon as they arrive. Press the 


soil firmly around the roots; tramp it hard.

Cluster and Subacid Varieties 


You may plant one of these varieties and you will be rewarded. 

This group seldom fails to bear a good crop. 

Early Richmond. This old standard Cherry has been the favorite 
for years. The fruit is tart*and very valuable for canning 
purposes. Yields nearly every year and reddens the tree with 
its wonderful crop. 

May Duke. Ripens a little earlier than Early Richmond, and 
while not quite so vigorous in tree, the fruit is slightly superior. 
Has been tested and found worthy of a place in all Cherry 
plantings. 

Montmorency. Gradually supplanting Early Richmond because 
of its size. Except for being a little later it is practically the 
same. Not quite as acid; when ripe it is good to eat from hand. 
The tree ts hardy, blooming late, and frequently will make a 
crop when the sweet varieties fail. 





Sweets or “Heart” Varieties 


This group grows luxuriantly, makes a fine showing for a few 
years, and then may die if not in soil that is exactly suitable. 
The following varieties are the hardiest of the group. Best to 
plant two varieties of Sweet Cherries for pollinization. 

Governor Wood. Few Cherries are superior to it in quality or 
productiveness. Frurt medium size, soft, and of fine flavor; 
pale yellow with blush. 

Black Tartarian. Perhaps the most popular of the sweet varieties. 
Fruit is large, black, and heart-shaped. High quality. The tree 
is vigorous In suitable soil. 

Napoleon. Large; yellow; firm and high quality. Not as much 
planted as it should be.
